All records, except those in active 


use ,were left in the courthouse vaults, 
but the building is practically desert- 
ed. Architects and contractors say the 
building is dangerous. The emergency 
caused by the unexpectedly rapid de- 
terioration of the courthouse will be 
of considerable inconvenience, as there 
is no adequate place to move the coun- 
ty government and no suitable vault 
room for the records. 


The county judge, county clerk, cir-

Work on the 
new courthouse recently voted by the 
county was begun about October 1, 
and it probably will be ready for oc- 
cupancy next spring.

itor from paying three Union county 
weekly papers for publication of the 
1931 acts. 


The publications lav/, initiative No. 


2 of 1915, declares that in counties 
where there'is a city of the first class 
the synopsis of acts, purposed acts and 
amendments to be submited to popu- 
lar vote and other state legal publi- 
cations, must be printed in a daily 
newspaper of general circulation. 


The law was drafted 17 years ago 


by the Arkansas Press association and 
approved by popular vote in 1914 to 
put an end to f.ie prac-».-e of letting 
out legal publications to papers hav- 
ing little or no circulation in counties 
where a recognized commercial news- 
paper already existed.

A resolution unanimously adopted 


Tuesday night by Hope city council 
authorizing the city to refund J3.000 
to Hope banks which loaned that 
amount against the machinery of the 
cheese factory established here in 
1929, was vetoed Thursday by Mayor 
John Vesey. 


Mayor Vesey 'attacked the resolu- 


tion as "extravagant" and "not auth- 
orized by law," in a veto memoran- 
dum he furnished all members of the 
council at noon Thursday. 


Action on the veto message is ex- 


pected at the next meeting of the 
council, Tuesday, November 3. 


The Mayor's Veto 


Mayor Vesey's veto memorandum 


was as follows: 


"To the City Council of Hope, Ark. 
"Gentlemen:. The resolution' passed 


by your' body, at the regular October 
20th meeting bf the city council of the 
City of .Hope, Ark., which resolution 
refunded to the 
Citizens 
National 


Bank twelve hundred dollars (?1 200); 
and to Walter E, Taylor, s'.ate bank 
commissioner'.in charge of the Arkan- 
sas, Bank & Trust Coi, twelve hun- 
drejl dollars ($f,200); and to the First 
National Bank, six hundred .dollars 
(?600), which said sums of money

of Hope, Arlfe, of said sums of money 
as set ,pulj il§?»id resolution, is with- 
out Warranf^if' law, and is not auth- 
orized by.'lk$j .-: 


"Second: .tSaid expenditure of mon- 


ey would set. a bad precedent for the 
reason said machinery was in the first 
instance purchased by public sub- 
scription, and if this three thousand 
dollars ($3 000) was paid to the banks 
there would be.no reason, if said pre- 
cedent was followed to its 
logical 


conclusion, that the balance of said 
purchase price should not be refunded 
to the donors of the money used in 
the purchase of said machinery. 


"Fourth: If this precedent of re- 


funding money to organizations or in- 
dividuals who have given of their 
money to community enterprises is 
followed to a logical conclusion by the 
city council, it would be impossible 
for the city to meet its obligations. 


"Fifth: In my opinion, the expendi- 


ture or the refund of said three thou- 
sand dollars ($3,000) to the three said 
banks is a violation of both the spirit 
of the law and the letter of the law, 
with reference to expenditures or ex- 
penses by a municipality.

per 'cent gold and 60 per cent eligible 
paper. Until the gold started '..leaving 
the country, they had 70 per cent gold 
and 30 per cent paper. . 


They also had considerable "free 


gold"—not obligated to .guarantee; re- 
serve notes—on deposit. To meet the 
demands for gold exports, the Reserve 
Board said today in its monthly,;busi- 
ness review, the banks substituted 
eligible paper for gold collateral on 
notes. As a result, the stock of "free 
gold"i-which might be needed to meet 
further demands, is about the same.
